Mr Storrar, who has been in Dacca for the last four years said Bangladesh was 
endowed with rich human resources both in terms of labour and intellect and the 
untry has some of the finest agricultural lands of the world. 


He said the pace of economic growth could be faster if the m aagement responsible 
yr the implementation of the projects could be more efficient. Management has 
to be more aggressive to achieve planned targets, he pointed out.

|Text] Finance Minister Mr Saifur Rahman said on Friday that the economy of the 
country was not in bad shape, as was being described now by some people. On the 
contrary, he said, Bangladesh was affected by negative trends in the world economy. 


The Finance Minister was addressing the biennial conference of Bangladesh Customs 
and Excise Executive Officers Association at the WAPDA auditorium. 


Presided over Mr Mokabbar Hossain Khan, President of the association, the func- 
tion was also addressed by Mr Ruhul Amin Hawladar Deputy Minister for Jute and 
lextiles, Mr A. K. Azizul Huq, chairman National Board of Revenue, and Mr Osman 
Ali Sikdar, General Secretary of the association, among others. 


Mr Saifur Rahman said even in many of the comparatively developed countries the 
people now had to purchase essentials by standing in long queues. Compared to 
that Bangladesh had enough stock of foodgrains, adequate supply of vegetable and 
other essentials. 


(he Finance Minister said that at present no single economy could claim itself 
to be independent of outside influences. Bangladesh was also no exception. The 
bad effects of such influences could be offset only by proper mobilisation of 
international resources, for savings, investment and employment generation, he

Meanwhile Mr Saifur Rahman lashed at critics, saying that the economy could not 
be made self-reliant by uttering big words in public meetings for earning cheap 
popularity. 


In this respect he said that cuts in the development budget were due to nonavail- 
ability of required amount of resources. But how it could be that one who 
criticised the budget cuts at the same time criticised the efforts at mobilisation 
of internal resources through new tax proposals, he asked.

[The Finance Minister said that political and administrative stability and ade- 
quate internal resource mobilisation were the preconditions for economic self- 
reliance.

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ACU EXCHANGE RATES DAMAGE BANGLADESH TRADE 
Dacca THE NEW NATION in English 15 Jan 82 pp l, 8 


[Text] The unrealistic exchange rates of the currencies of the member countries 
of the Asian Clearing Union (ACU) has been creating an alarming setback in the 
trade expansion of Bangladesh with its member partners. 


The settlement of transactions among the trading partners under the ACU arrange- 
ment, in fact, is playing a negative role in sustaining even the normal flow of 
trade among the member countries. As a consequence exporters of jute and tea are 
losing heavily. 


Following the decision of the ACU for making all eligible transactions with the 
member countries through the arrangement, exporters of Bangladesh have been 
thrown under direct mercy of the buyers from the member countries. 


Seven countries of this region formed the Asian Clearing Union with a view to 
facilitate payments to promote trade cooperation among these countries a few 
years back. Bangladesh, Iran, Pakistan, India, Nepal, Burma, and Sri Lanka 
agreed to operate under the new arrangement by determining their exchange rates 
in terms of Asian Monetary Unit (AMU) equivalent to a Special Drawing Right 
(SDR). 


[he exchange rate of each member country's currency in terms of AMU is determined 
by multiplying the middle rate for its intervention currency and exchange rate of 
the latter in terms of SDR. 


But as the member countries using different intervention currencies in operating 
their transaction with their partners other than ACU members the fixing of ex- 
change rate under the arrangement has become redundant compared to the market 
rate. These exchange rates of the currencies of some member countries are moving 
in the opposite direction because of different intervention currencies, that are 
oftering significant windfall gains and losses to thetrading partners. 


As regards to trade with the ACU countries Bangladesh has a major share with 
Pakistan, which is using dollar as itsintervention currency. And Pakistani 

buyers are bargaining with Bangladeshi exporters to accept order in convertible 
currency. Apart from this, having arrangements under the AMU, Iran and some other 
member countires are selling their tea in U.S. dollar as well as in pound sterling. 
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Delegation of different exporters associations has already apprised the Bangla- 
desh Bank authority of the present difficulty. They said in their memorandum 
they were in most cases forced to sell their commodity at low prices, following 
the decision of the ACU to compulsorily settle payments under the arrangement

The planning commission, at its full meeting today, favoured the reordering of 
plan priorities and reallocation of resources, with power and petroleum getting 
higher investments. 


The commission also decided to observe 1982 as “productivity year" with a view to 
breaching the gap in capacity utilisation and achieving greater efficiency in 
the implementation of projects. 


Mrs. Gandhi presided over the meeting. The Union planning and finance ministers 
and members of the planning commission attended. Among others present were Mr. 
Krishnaswamy Raosaheb, cabinet secretary, Mr. P. C. Alexander, principal secre- 
tary to the Prime Minister, and officials of the planning commission, finance 
ministry and the Prime Minister's secretariat. 


At the outset, the planning minister, Mr. S. B. Chavan gave an assessment of the 
economic situation in the country with special reference to the problems facing 
plan implementation. 


Power Boards Overhau! 


Members of the planning commission and the finance minister, Mr. R. Venkataraman, 


1lso gave their comments on the economy. 


lt is reliably learnt that the overall picture as it emerged trom the discussion 
wis not very bright in respect of resource mobilisation, implementation of projects 
ind capacity utttlisation. Repeated references were made to cost escalations and 


ttre increased leftence burden. 


The inefficient working of state electricity boards (SEBS) and the heavy over- 


lratt f several states came in for a good deal of comment. 

fhe consensus favoured a major shake-up of SEBS. The Prime Minister wanted a 
board-by-board scrutiny to be made to ensure a quick and visible improvement in 
their tunctioning,. she said that their capacity utilisation was very low.

INDIA CONCERNED OVER PLANS TO STOCKPILE NERVE GAS 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 18 Jan 82 p 9 


(Text] New Delhi, Jan. 17.--Diplomatic and military observers here are gravely 
concerned over the reported decision of the Reagan Administration to produce and 
stockpile "nerve" gas for possible use in the event of a war with the USSR. 


According to reports available here, senior Pentagon officials are of the view that 
the USA must modernize its capabilities in the field as a deterrent to chemical 
warfare by the Russians who have reportedly indulged in the practice either through 
their own troops or with the connivance of Vietnamese and others in Afghanistan, 
Kampuchea and Somalia. 


While the U.S. decision, if it is to be implemented, must first be approved by 
Congress, and also by its Allies in Europe, the Russians are understood to have 
not only built large stockpiles of nerve gas but have also used it effectively in 
Afghanistan and Kampuchea. 


Detailed analysis of specimen has led to the conclusion that like mycotoxins cause 
bizzare effects in rapid succession, including dizziness, nausea, coughing, internal 
bleeding and death. 


Mycotoxins, interestingly, occur naturally in the environment and have in the past 
taken toll of human life. But these can also be produced in large quantities 
through methods similar to manufacturing pharmaceutical grade antibiotics. Sources 
here point out that similarities in producing the chemical in large quantities are 
not available in South-East Asia nor in Afghanistan. It could, therefore, have 
been manufactured only in the Soviet Union. 


Tests carried out by private laboratories, it is pointed out, have established 
beyond doubt that rather than traditional lethal chemical agents, there myco- 
toxins have been ueveloped and used in these countries. The implication of direct 
Soviet involvement, it is pointed out by military sources, remains strong since 
these mycotoxins are not considered native to warm climates and none of the Gov- 
ernments of South-East Asia have the capability of producing highly sophisticated 
chemicals believed to have been developed in the Soviet Union, Poland and other 
Warsaw Pact countries.

WEAKNESS IN BALANCE OF PAYMENTS POSITION TOLD 


Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 15 Jan 82 p 13

BOMBAY, January 14: There was @ 
turnaround in India’s overall balance 
of payments positon during the quar- 
ter October-December 1979 (the data 
far which are now released by the Re- 
sarve Benk of India) to a deficit of 
Rs. 161 crores, from surpluses ranging 
from Rs. 178 crores «© Rs. 515 crores 
during the three preceding quarters 
and sizeable surpluses since 1975-76 on 
an annual basis. 

This weakness is to be attributed to 

unidentified transactions ciaisified 
under ‘errors and omissions’, as the 
idemified transactions in both current 
accoumt and capital account showed an 
improvement over their respective pom- 
nons in the proceding quarter. 
Trade deficit widened nominally ¢o 
Rs. 743 crores over the quarter, though 
it was roughly 50 per cent higher than 
in the same quarter of 1978. The ex- 
port receipts of Rs. 1451 crores dur- 
ing the October-December 1979 quarter 
were about 4 per cent higher than in 
the preceding quarter, while the growth 
in imports was even lower at below 3 
pet cent.

During the quarter under review, 
govermme>nt umports increased. by over 
3 per cem, whereas private imports 
declined by over 19 per cent. Current 
invisible receipts including official 
transfers continued’ to éxpand rapidly 
and, as a resuli, there emerged a sur- 
plus of Rs. SO crofes on current ac- 
count, as against a deficit of Rs. 135 
crotes. in the proceding quarter. 

The oct inflow from capital trans 
actions during the quarter under re- 
view nearly doubled over the quarter 
to Rs. 131 crores, though it was over 
37 per cent lower than that in the same 
quarter of 1978. The improvemem in 
capital transactions as compared with 
the preceding quarter mainly __reflect- 
ed higher receipts under official loans 
and sizable receipts under miscel- 
laneous official capital, as against re- 
payments under this head in the pre- 
vrRs Quarier. 

There was a sharp fall in the inflow 
of banking capital, while the outflow 
of private capita] continued albeit in 
small amounts, the RBI points out.

GOVERNMENT CONCERNED OVER GROWING 


New Delhi PATRIOT in English 30 Dec 


{Text } 
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SISTER of State for Commerce Khurshid Alam Khan 
on Tuesday cautioned against any complacency on ex:’ 
port front despite some eMcouraging results during the 


last few months. 


Inaugurating a national semi- 
ear on “Indirect tax exemption 
system for export” organised by 
the Indian Imstitute of Foreign 
Trade, Mr Khan said that grow- 
ing trade gap had been causing 
much anxiety to the Government, 
particularly in the context of 
sustaining our ecomomic growth. 

However, he pointed out that 
the efforts to cut down the gal- 
loping trend of trade-gap had, 
no doubt yleided encouraging re 
sults during last few months. 

Cautioning agaimst any comple 
cency, Mr Khan said that the 
country had not only to maintain 
the tempo of export growth 
achieved recently but also accele- 
rate it. 

In the Sixth Plan, the country’s 
total import target for the year 
196485 had beemw placed at Rs 
13,850 crores. But in the year 
1960-81 Itself, the Import bill ex- 
ceeded Rg 12,400 crores. “This 
eaturally augurs ill for the fu 
ture,” he stated. 

Central excise duty refund, re 
Bate, duty drawback, temporary 
exemptions of import duty for 
export, manufacture in bond, 
sales tax exemption and exemp- 
tion/refund of local taxes for 
exports are scheduled to be dis- 
cussed ag the seminar. 


Leading exporters, representa- 
tives of the export promotioa 
organisations, chambers of com 
merce, Government and semi- 
Government authorities conrect- 
ed with administretion of indirect 
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tax refund/exemption system for 
export and also expert academi- 
clams im these areas afe parti- 
cipating in the seminar. 

Referring to the galloping tm 
port bills, Mr Khen said much 
higher import bills might have to 
be tackled in the coming few 
years of the decade “as we 
should not cut imports of items 
which are essential inputs to the 
growth of our economy amd our 
export drive.” 

Mr Khan stressed the need for 
improvement in the indirect tax 
exermption and refund, syste 
adopted to step up exports. 

He said that refund ef indires’ 
taxes entering into the cost af 
export products could not be 
treated as subsidy and no coun- 
tervailing duty action could be 
initiated against them. 

Mr Khan said, of the 87 coun- 
tries who were metnbers of the 
General Agreement on trade and 
Tariff (GATT), 37 were applying 
GATT rules in their commercial 
policy. The indirect tax exemp 
tion and refund provision had 
become almost a universal phe 
nomenon. 


In Imdia, both the systems of 
exemption and refand were in 
operation regarding various indi- 
rect taxes levied by the Central 
Government, State governments 
arrd local bodies. As regards 
Central indirect taxes, the re 
fund system was in operation in 
the form of duty drawback and 
Central excise refund. 
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Mir Khan said the exemption 
system had been in operation in 
the form of export under Cen- 
tral Excise bond, manufacture-in- 
central excise and customs bond 
en@ free trade zones. 

As regards State taxes, final 
export tramsactions were 
ted from sales tax. All transac 
tions in the process of ‘export 
were also exempt from sales tax 
as per the provisions of Arti- 
cle 266 of the Constitution. 

Of late, some special systems 
for exempting export sectors 
from Central indirect taxes had 
been introduced. These include 
duty free import against advamce 
and replenishment licences (on 
a selective basis), duty free im- 
port of gold for manufacture and 
export of gold jewelery and duty- 
free import facility for 100 per 
cent export units. 


As regards indirect taxes levi- 
ed by the local bodies on pro- 
duction or transfer of export 
goods or thelr inputs, hardly 
any exemption provision wag in 
operation In any part of the coun- 
try. 

Mr Khan said the indirect tax 
exemption and refund system in 
India needed to be looked into 
more carefully, particularly from 
the point of those taxes levied 
at intermediate stages ard cum 
ulative impact on the cost of 
export products. 











CONTRACTS FOR IMPORT OF CRUDE IN 1982 SIGNED 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 18 Jan 82 p 9 
[Text] New Delhi, January 17 (UNI). 


India has entered into contracts with seven countries for meeting its import 
requirements of 14.5 million tonnes of crude oil for 1982. 


The countries are: Iraq 3.5 million tonnes, Iran 3.3 million tonnes, the United 
Arab Emirates one million tonnes, Soviet Union 2.50 million tonnes, Venezuela 
and Nigeria 500,000 tonnes each, and Saudi Arabia 2.65 million tonnes, totalling 
13.95 million tonnes. 


The remaining 450,000 tonnes of the import requirement would be met from the 
swapping of Bombay High crude oil for Arab light oil and for which agreement 

had already been signed with Trans World Oil Company of the United States. Under 
the agreement, one million tonnes of Bombay High Crude would be swapped for Arab 
light crude. 


The Soviet Union has agreed to supply 2.25 million tonnes of petroleum products, 
besides crude oil. With this, India has completed its arrangements for petroleum 
product imports, according to official sources. 


Official sources said that the total import requirements of petroleum products 
this year was estimated at 3 million to 3.5 million tonnes. Apart from the Soviet 
Union, India would import some quantity of products from Kuwait under the existing 
contract. 


The sources pointed out that apart from the import of petroleum products, the 
country would meet its domestic needs of about 32 million tonnes from the proces- 
sing of crudeoil in the refineries. 


The domestic demands of both crude oil cnd petroleum products have gone down con- 


siderably this year following the improvement in the performance of the railways 
and the power generation.

[Text] Bhubaneswar, Jan. 5.--President Sanjiva Reddy today called for better dea 
to small farmers, who constituted over 90% of the farming community and lived bel 
the poverty line. He said that even drivers peons and liftmen employed in the org 
ized sectors were financially better off than the small farmers. 


Inaugurating the third Indian Agricult-iral Congress here, he said that the voice 
small farmers often remained unheard because they were incapable to hold out 
threats or to strike as people employed in the organized sectors could do. This 
situation should be changed, 


Giving an illustration, Mr Reddy said that the son of a driver of Rashtrapati 
Bhavan had become an engineer, which perhaps, could not have been possible for a 
small farmer's son. 


The congress sponsored by the National Confederation of Agriculture and agricul- 
tural cooperatives, is being attended by more than 1,200 delegates from all over 
the country. Mr R. V. Swaminathan, Union Minister of State for Agriculture and 
president of the confederation presided. Among those who addressed the congress 
were Mr C. M. Poonacha, Governor, Mr J. B. Patnaik, Chief Minister, Mr Basudev 
Mohapatra, Agricultuie Minister of Orissa, Mr Harekrishna Mahatab and Mr 
Radhanath Rath. Mrs Gandhi in a message wished the success of the congress. 


President Reddy said that people engaged in organized sectors were enjoying 
various advantages, which the farmers were deprived of. With the implementation 
of ceiling laws on agricultural holdings, "there will be few, if any, farms which 
can be called large". In any case many of the holdings were and had always 

been well below the ceiling limits. Some of the holdings were so small that 
farmers with such holdings needed specis.l attention.

ARMED FORCES REVAMPED--The Indonesian armed forces are restructuring their organisa- 
tion, personnel and armament to make them more effective, according to Defence Min- 


The armed forces should remain intact and powerful in 
the face of any eventuality, he told a grand military parade at Bandung, about 108 
kms south east of Jakarta on 1 December. "We have to tidy up the armed forces so 
that they will become perfect and ready to deal with any threat that may endanger 
the state," he said. For this reason the armed forces' organisation, personnel, 
equipment and armament are being restructured, he added. General Jusuf watched a 
fly past of new helicopters of the army after having presided over a commanders ' 
call meeting attended by all key military chiefs at Bandung. On 1 December, 10 war 
ships completed a two-day war game in the Bali Strait between Java and Bali. The 
navy announced that the game included firing targets in the air, and involved 2,500 
navy personnel. The exercise was described by the navy spokesman as successful in 
testing the mobility and capability of the navy.

Speaking at the national seminar on 
the Fourth Malaysia Pian in Kota Kina- 
balu,Sabah recently, Mr M. Pathmanathan 
of the University of Malaya, said the de 
bate on defence policy in Malaysia is 
almost absent. 

Defence decisions are shrouded in 
secrecy and it would be unrealistic to 
expect this to change. 


This was because fundamental defence 
decisions are made arising from a politi- 
cal-military judgement of the country’s 
response to the geopolitics of the region 
rather than a question of cost effective 
ness of defence allocation 

He pointed out that defence expendi- 
ture should engage the attention of eco 
nomists for the very fundamental reason 
that the amount of such expenditure is 
astronomical. 

He said world military expenditure 
in 1980 amounted to US$6,500 billion 
or about six per cent of total world out. 
put 

Third World military spending is also 
increasing rapidiy. Dunng the past two 
decades, Third World GNP increased 
about three times, while military spend 
ing increased about four and a half times 

He said the allocation for the defence 
sector under the Plan amounted to 
$9,371 billion or about 23.8 per cent of 
the total Plan allocation. 

He said a muted form of apprehension 
has been voiced over what seemed to be 
an unnecessarily large allocation. The 
huge defence allocation represented es- 
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sentially a shift in policy. 

After years of focussing only in coun- 
ter-insurgency jungle warfare, defence 
spending in 1980 soared by more than 
140 per cent to US$888 million. The 
single most expensive military project is 
the building of a USS$645 million air base 
at Gong Kedak in Kelantan which is ex- 
pected to be operational by 1983. 

He said the sheer size of the project 
has led to speculation that it could be 
part of a contingency plan for a US mili- 
tary presence in Malaysia but this has 
been repeatedly denied by the United 
States government. The location of the 
air base is significant because it is only 
an hour's flight time from Ho Chi Minh 
city. 

It also fits into the grand plan of build- 
ing a “Maginot Line’ defence system 
across the northern state adjoining South 
Thailand provinces harbouring active in- 
surgent movements. 

He pointed out that the building of 
the USS140 million East-West highway 
and the creation of the 10th infantry 
brigade to join the second brigade in 
border operations seemed to substan- 
tiate the ‘“‘Maginot Line” defence theory. 

Malaysia’s defence expenditure is 
about 3.3 per cent of gross domestic pro 
duct in 1978 compared to South Korea’s 
5.4 per cent and Singapore’s 6.5 per cent. 

He pointed out that the increase in 
defence allocation in the Fourth Plan 
is not as large as it may seem in the con- 
text of the buildup of large military in- 
frastructural facilities as the Lumut 
naval base and Gong Kedak air base.

because of the security umbrella provided

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GOVERNMENT STEPS TO PREVENT UGLY INCIDENTS 
Karachi DAWN in English 29 Jan 82 pp l, 16 


[Text] The Sind Government has announced measures regarding use of loudspeakers, 
holding of religious meetings and tape recording of speeches. 


The measures have been taken in view of "the highly inflammatory speeches" deliv- 
ered at various public places, specially during the months of Muharram and Rabiul 
Awwal, “injuring the feelings of persons belonging to rival sects and resulting in 
a number of unfortunate incidents." 


A Home Department Press Note said: "it has been decided that hereafter whenever 
such meetings are held, it shall be obligatory on the organisers of the meetings to 
furnish a list of the speakers beforehand and also to make necessary arrangements 
to record the speeches which shall be delivered immediately after the meetings to 
the concerned District Magistrate. 


"While furnishing tapes of recorded speeches, it is necessary that the name and ad- 
dress of the persons [word indistinct] the speech should be notified to the con- 
cerned district administration. 


"The said persons should be able to identify the voice of the speaker when the tape 
is played in a court of law, civil or military. The district administration would 
dispose of objections if any on such speeches within a fortnight and return the 
tape to the organisers. 


Prohibited Use 


"There has been flagrant contravention of the provisions of MLO-3/Loudspeakers and 
Amplifiers Ordinance, 1965. For instance, tape-recorded speeches on religious sub- 
jects are continuously relayed on amplifiers in mosques and other places even late 
in the night causing disturbance to the people of the locality and sometimes gener- 
ating sectarian tension. 


"Loudspeakers are also misused by student/labour unions as well as at various func- 
tions organised under the garb of religious gatherings or otherwise. 


"It may be pointed out that the use of loudspeakers for purposes other than Azan 
and Juma Khutba is prohibited under MLO-3. 
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However, relaxation was allowed to the extent that the District Magistrates could 
permit the use of loudspeaker for meetings of purely religious literary or cultural 
nature, held inside halls or buildings and not at open places or temporary 
enclosures. 


"Such permission may be granted provided that the tone of the amplifier is kept low 
and it is confined to the purpose for which permission is sought, and that it is 


not disturbing Azan or prayers. 


"It is hoped that the relevant provisions of law vill not be transgressed, attract- 
ing suitable action against the defaulters according to law."

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TURKISH PROFESSOR PLEADS FOR PRODUCING WEAPONS 
Karachi DAWN in English 29 Jan 82 p 10 


[Text] Prof. Mehmet Kiciman, President of the Middle East Technical University 
(Ankara) on Thursday called for the production of weaponry “we need for our own 
defence”. 


The leader of the visiting three-man delegation from the Turkish University asked: 
“How long can we go on remaining second class powers?" 


Speaking at the Sham-i-Hamdard function at Hotel Intercontinental, he said such is- 
sues “are pertinent to us as Turks and Pakistanis because we too have founded and 
lost empires in the past.” 


The real challenge for countries like Turkey and Pakistan, he said, is to change 
straight from the age of horse-drawn carts to the age of rockets and missiles with- 
out wasting time on the intermediate stages which have been superseded in developed 
countries. 


In this context, he said, Pakistan's desire to acgqiure nuclear technology for 
peaceful purposes and as a source of energy is not only necessary, but a step in 
the right direction. 


Dr Kiciman said the real goal should be to manufacture the machines that are needed 
to manufacture the microchip circuits and the universities have to provide all the 
expertise that the entrepreneur needs if he is going to manufacture even the small- 
est pocket calculator, let alone a computer. 


“Last, but not least, universities also have a duty to educate the nation at 
large", he pointed out. 


He said a close link exists between his University and the Armed Forces, which has 
enabled the university to carry out research on specially funded projects, and to 
loan its professors for short periods to organisations of the Armed Forces. 


He made a plea for more tangible cooperation between Pakistan and Turkey in the 
areas Of engineering, research and high technology goods. 
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“We at the Middle East Technical University have opened our doors to several hun- 


Gred Pakistani students in the past and are willing to do more if need arise. We 
are also prepared to admit qualified young lecturers to our M.S. and Ph.D pro- 
Grammes in engineering", Dr. Kiciman said. 

Dr. Kiciman presented a manuscript copy in Arabic to Hakim Mohammad Said, Presi- 
dent's Adviser on Tibb and head of the Hamdard Foundation. The manuscript entitled 
“Commentary on Ken el Vekaya" belonged to his (Dr. Kiciman) grandfather; Omar Kasif 
Efendi, a scholar who served as a Judge at Akka, Damascus and Istanbul. 


Dr S.M.A. Tirmizi Vice-Chancellor of the Karachi University presided over the 
function. 


The two other members of the team are Dr. Tugmac Sayrac and Dr Syed Tanvir Jamil 
Wasti. 


They will visit Peshawar, Rawalpindi and Lahore before leaving for home on Feb. 5.

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STUDY REPORTS ON MIGRANTS’ INCOME 
Karachi DAWN in English 29 Jan 82 p ll 


[Text] The data collected during a study showed that the average income of a Paki- 
stani migrant working in the Middle East amounts to Rs 58,500 year. There are 
variations amongst various groups. 


The average remittances of a Pakistani migrant worker in the Middle East amount to 
approximately Rs 31,603 a year. An average of Rs 21,273 are sent in cash, Rs 7693 
are brought with them on a visit home and Rs 2,637 remitted in kind. 


Regarding the use of remittances, the cata show that 62 per cent of the remittance 
money was consumed for household expenditure, including food, clothing and accomo- 
dation. Almost a quarter of the remittances received (22 per cent) were spent on 
real estate. 


The majority of the migrants (75 per cent) searched their jobs by their own efforts 
or with the assistance of friends and relatives abroad. The remaining 25 per cent 
said they obtained their job through the recruiting agent. 


Study on emigration of Pakistani manpower to Middle Fast has recommended expansion 
of training facilities so that while meeting the overseas manpower needs, the local 
production requirements are not jeopardised. 


The study carried out under the international migration projects of Pakistan Insti- 
tute of Development Economics, was funded by the World Bank, UNICEF and Pakistan 
government. 


Described as the first empirically based research on the cost benefit of labour 
emigration, the report draws on original data collected by interviewing more than 
15,00 statistically selected migrant workers and their familites. 


The migrant workers were interviewed at three international airports of Pakistan. 
A sub-sample of their families was traced to approximately 250 villages and 50 
towns and cities all over the country. 


The study provides estimates on the very essentials of policy-making, like the nun- 
ber of Pakistanis working in the Middle East, the volume and pattern of remittances 
and the purposes for which they are used. The study also includes extensive data 
on a broad range of subjects dealing with emigration and migrant behaviour. 
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It places the number of Pakistanis working in Middle East at approximately 1.25 
million, out of estimated two million Pakistanis working abroad. 


Half of the Pakistanis working in Middle East are skilled, the report said. 


On the balance, the economy gains approximately Rs 18,000 per migrant per year of 
his stay abroad. This is considerably lower than his annual remittance (in cash 


and kind), which average Fs 31,603 a year. 


Giving the occupation backcround of the migrant workers, the study said 43 per cent 
were unskilled, 41 per cent were skilled, four per cent were professionals and 12 
per cent were clerical. 


Three are also certain regional variations in skill composition. The majority of 
workers from the Frontier province (60 per cent) are unskilled, whereas only one- 
third of workers (34 per cent) from the Punjab and Sind are unskilled.

Mr Mohammad Ali Khan Hoti said that Oman is expanding its facilities in the country 
for education for both girls and boys for which they need teachers. Oman is also 
planning to set up a university in the country, he added. 


The Education Minister said that Oman has also sought assistance from Pakistan to 
set up the proposed university, in view of Pakistan's experience. He said Oman 
has also desired to send its students to Pakistan for higher education 


Mr Hoti who visited Oman at the invitation of the Omani Education Minister further 
said that he held three rounds of talks with his Omani counterpart and discussed 
matters relating to expanding Pak-Oman relations in the field of education and 
development. 


The Minister said that matter of equalising degrees of Pakistan and Oman also came 
up for discussion. The matter will be taken up at ministerial level. In this re- 
gard Pakistan will send list of countries which have accepted Pakistani degrees on 
reciprocal basis he said. 


Mr Hoti said during his stay in Oman, he also addressed the Pakistanis living 


there. He said these Pakistanis have expressed their keen desire that Pakistani 
Ministers and delegation would visit Oman frequently to strengthen the brotherly 
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relations that exist between the two countries. He said Pakistanis also apprised 
him about their problems and he assured them for solution of their problems.
